FAVORS PLAINTIFF 


Judge' Turner Denies Motions of. De- 


fendants and Directs A Judgment

In ibis decision riled at the office of 
the clerk of the circuit court today, 
Judge W. J; SPuj-ner> of ^Milwaukee, 
trial-judge in-the case or Mrs. Eulalia 
P. -Abraham 'agaiiiHti-">J(iBn'T!:"Nblan-1 
and J. J. CunninghaJbn,-dehlea: the mo- 
tions of'the defendants-in the action 
and directed that a judgment be.en^ 
tered in favor of Mrs.- Abraham.' At 
the close of the jury trial last fall, 
motions were made by the : defend- 
ants for a new trial. and for, a Judg- 
ment, notwithstanding the'jury's Ver- 
dict. It was these motions which 
Judge Turner denied while.he granted 
the motion 
of 
plaintiff's 
attorneys 
for-a judgment of $900.'and 'interest 
.from 
Jan. 5, 1916. Judge Turner 
nolds that .the money 
in 
question 
was exacted by duress as charged in 
the complaint and that'the plaintiff ,is 
entitled to recover. His decision is 
as follows: 
"It is contended by the defendants 
that the .cause of action stated in tbe 
complaint is for money had and re- 
ceived, and not for money obtained 
by duress. 
"I thought at the time of tbe trial, 
and am still of the same opinion, that 
the charge in the complaint was for 
obtaining money by duress. I call at- 
tention to the allegation of the com- 
plainant which, alleges that her will 
was overcome by the threat rna.de by 
the defendant Cunningham, as found 
by the jury, and that she was inca- 
pable of tbe free exercise of any will 
power' whatever.

Challenges Britain Over Right to Stop 


Or,In Any Way Hinder. Neutral 


Mall.—Warning Is Sounded. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


"Washington, Jan. 28.—Great Brit- 


ain's interference with neutral; mails, 
is the subje'ct of a sharp protest on 
the part of the United States in -a note 
to the British government, the text of 
which was published yesterday. 


The communication, discloses 'that 


diplomatic and consular, correspond- 
ents have been treated by British offi- 
cials ;in a manner regarded by the 
TJnite'd States as' "vexatiously inquisi- 
torial," which practices are denounced 
as "unwarranted interferences." 


The note cites repeated seizures of 


mail in violation of international - law 
and challenges Great Britain's Juris- 
diction over mails on ship touching at 
British ports. 


Attention is called to the fact that 


"a strong feeling is bein aroused" in 
the United; States by the loss of valu- 
able letters, while foreign bankers are 
refusing to cash.'American drafts be- 
cause they have no assurances that 
drafts are secure in the mails. 


Ambassador Page at 
London has 
been instructed to make vigorous rep- 
resentations to the British foreign of- 
fice and press for a prompt reply. 
Great Britain's tentative reply made 
public with the text of the American 
note, promises without '"unnecessary- 
delay" to give the result of a consulta- 
tion that is in progress between Great 
Britain and her allies regarding the 
policy to be pursued.

PLAN IS OPPOSED

Wilson has submitted"' tp .^congress the 
most far-reaching program {or national 
preparedness in the history of the 
United States." Recognizing tbe 
lerf- 


sons taught all too vividly by the past 
few months, he has reversed the views 
of a life time and has come to realize 
that a,great people .like ours, ..with 
such'great, resources and such a great 
coasUine,: must-be prepared against 
war if permanent -peace is..to ;be its- 
fortune. 
- 
-•• 
• 
. A "T0Ey. large -part of the people'of 
the United- States will agree with the 
President.that it.is 
foolish to. con- 


tinue-as-though we-areffavored peo- 
ples and not give attention to ade- 
quate naval'and military resources for 
our own protection. 


As a- part of the policy for • ade- 
quate land defense, the secretary of 
war with the president's approval -has 
submitted to congress the plan of a so- 
called "Continental Army. 
As a sec- 
ond line of defense, back of the regular 
army, increased to 150,000 or 200,000 
men, .be-would :have, a civilian, army 
(consisting on paper) of'some 400,000 
men whose military' training would be 
limited to six weeks or two months in 
the year,-with-little, if any, systematic 
training between for a period-of three 
years. Approximately, two hundred 
men of this army are assigned to each 
congressional 
• district. Officers 
and 
genera] nlan are to be, worked out on 
paper—the men. to be called out in 
time of war. The National Gua,rd IE 
to be lelegated to the-third;.line of de- 
rense, but its members may individual- 
ly become, part of the so-called "Con- 
tinental Army," and they are invited 
to do so. 
. 


'Calls Second Army Ctwtl'y. 
To tlvrs policy ot creating'a new so- 
called second army, and relegating the 
National Guard to an obscure place, > 
believe every man who has given care- 
ful study to military affairs will -be 
steadfastly and vigorously opposed. It 
disregards the best Judgment of al- 
most every man competent to judge of 
military affairs 
as they, relate to a 
civilian army in -the United States, en- 
tail vastly increased expenditures and 
give BO actual, practical and efficient 
results. .In,place of a careful, definite 
policy, it would substitute an involved 
indefinite experiment. In all' proba- 
bility,, it would mean that tbe country 
is agan;, at the beginning of another 
war, 
to depend largely upon raw, un- 
drilled recruits for its soldiers and 
sacrifice them by the thousands until 
•the opportunity, if any such is granted, 
is presented for adequate training. 
More than this, it means the destruc- 
tion o£ the National Guard; The- Con- 
tinents 1 Army would, be more.favored, 
and the young men of .our. nation,-who 
voluntarily /enter military -service, 
would enter the more lavpre'ij division. 
Taking the country; over,' our Na- 
tional Guard is now more '-effective 
than ever in its. history....Careful at- 
tention to the recommendations o*-lts 
skilled officers 
would,.in my belief, 
shortly make it a far more effective 
force for the national de'fense than anv 
Continental Army that can be devised. 
The-objection' of 'Secretary Garrison 
that it involves, forty-eight 
distinct

FORD PEACE PARTY 


CAUSE OF FAILURE 


They All Wanted to 
Bring Abodt 


peace But They Were Only Hu- 


man, Therefore They 


Differed.

The Hague, Jan. 28.—Henry Ford's 
peace movement failed for lack of 
-faith." According to his own' state- 
ment faith was Ford's whole stock 
when he started. He had not enough 
and those who accompanied him, with 
a few exceptions, appear to have had 
but :ittle. 
Those of the party who 
really 


wished the expedition well were so 
bitterly hated that an effort was made 
to maroon a number of them at the 
first European port touched. Ford's 
plan, as nearly as it is .possible to put 
so tangible a thing on paper, was to 


Kive the warnng nations mental sci- 
ence treatment. Ford himself at the 
out.set had unbounded faith in 
his 


ability. 
Despite the statement at- 
tributed him that he intended to 'Vet 
the boys out 
of the 
trenches- 
by 


Christmas 'he did not count on imme- 
dia;o:.v ending the war. 


What Ford did believe was that he 


could "make a dent" . .by gathering 
about him a whole ship's company 
uniting the members' minds on one 
••hip thought of peace" and continu- 
ally adding to the volume and inten- 
sity of this thought as he and his 
crusaders traveled from neutral coun- 
try to neutral country on the edge of 
the zone of war, or even jn the zone 
itself. 
Voyage Horrible. 


Whether this plan would have suc- 


ceeaecl under favorable circumstances 
can't, be stated, because'the peace del- 
egates 
failed 
to 
concentrate 
on 
thoughts of peace. 
The Oscar II's 


voyage from New York to Christiania 
.was horrible, not so much because of 
the incessant quarreling as on ac- 
count of the atmosphere of suspicion 
and malice after the first day,or two 
lout. 
>• Ford speedily took to his cabin and 
for more than half the trip was hard- 
ly seen; by any of his closest advisors 
He was ill, it was stated. The nature 
of the illness never was made clear 
Several of the correspondents whom 
.the expedition's managing committee 
:was trying toi separate from the partv 
did see the patient for a few min- 
utes the night before the Oscar II's 
^arrival at. Cnristania. It is true that 
he looked like a sick man then, but

Ford Broken. 
Ford moved and spoke like a man 


in a semi-trance. He seemed almost 
completely broken. Early in the voy-

in 
any com- 
munity, and that when the party land- 
ed at Christiania these troubles would

disappear.

his early hopes only on faith, Mme.

Some men who formerly took much 
space to tell about themselves now 
win distinction by going to the op- 
posite extreme. 
'Minority Leader Mann made one 
mistake in his brief description of 
himself. 
He wrote: 
"James

Mann, Republican, of Chicago, was 
born in 1866; elected to the Fifty-fifth 
and succeeding congresses. Member 
of the Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee.'' This laat statment got into the 
proof sheets of the directory, but the 
committee makers did not put Mr. 
Mann on.the B. and C. committee. 
Here Is a notable sample of brevity 
"Thaddeus H. Caraway, Democrat, 
Jonesboro."

A Potato Gun 


Cut oft three and 
one-quarter 
Inches of.the large end ot a gooae- 
quill. From this piece cut off the 
pointed end, one-quarter of an inch, 
which will leave a hollow length ot 
three inches. This length will taper 
slightly toward one end, but it is beat 
to have it as uniform as possible 
Prom soft wood whittle a. rounded 
stick fonr and one-half inches long 
and five-sixteenths of an inch In 
diameter. 
Mark- off one and' one- 


half inches of one end of this stick 
by running the knife edge around it 
Cutting straight .down .from this 
mark, whittle smoothly the long «nd 
of the stick to a. diameter which will 
fit rather enugly into the quill. When 


fitted Into the' quill, the short end' of 
the- stick, one and 'one-half Inches 
long, will form a handle, the'loos 
end of the stick,- two «nd three- 
quarters Inches In length, will b» 
one-quarter of an inch shorter than 
the quill. Prom a raw potato 'cut 
illces one-quarter of an Inch thick: 
Taking the quill, press first one and 
•nd then the other into a slice of 
potato. This will cut out two round 
pieces of potato which will stick In 
the ends of the quill. Then push the 
stick quickly into the larger end 
of the quill. With a .sharp little re- 
port, one piece of potato will shoot 
out. To reload, preas the empty end 
of the quill into the potato again.

NEW LIGHT CURE AT 


LONDON WAR HOSPITAL

London, Jan. 28.—Experiments with 
a ?ew., light, cure have been carried 
put with apparent success at. St. Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital, London, and, al- 
though the doctors are cautious in 
their statements, owing to the com- 
paratively short period ot investiga- 
tion, they have found the rays have 
produced excellent results in the treat- 
ment, of .skin diseases and have stimu- 
lated the repair of shrapnel woundB 
The "Simpson light," named after 
its discoverer, is based on the affinity 
of rare metals for each other. 
Mr 
Simpson has noted that the combus- 
tion of certain ores produced a light 
having a curative effect on the bands 
of the workmen. He 
produced 
an 
e ectnc arc lamp with these ores as 
electrodes, notably tunsstate of iron 
and wolfram. Two kinds of raya are 
produced, visible and invisible 
The 


invisible arc heat rays and ultra-violet 
rays, the latter differing 
Bomewhat 
from ultra-violet 
rays 
hitherto ob- 
tained. The Simpson, ultra-violet light 
is more intense than that given, bv a 
carbon arc like the Finsen lamp. It-la 
in fact richer in ultraviolet wavm 
than any other lamp. 
The installaton 
at St. Bartholo- 
mew's was made last July.' The light 
Is said to have produced marked bene- 
fits in the treatment of disease* of the 
nose and throat as well as in tho case 
of skin diseases. The vapor from lh» 
lamp also seems to help asthma. A 
case of obstinate eczema and one case 
of lupus are reported apparently cured. 
But: jt-will take time to see whether 
these cures are permanent.

SOAP AND WA 


Fumig»tion with malodorous or poi- 
sonous gas and the direct application 
of druggy chemicals to the woodwork, 
floor and walla of the sickroom after 
scarlet fever, diphtheria and tuber- 
culosis, is rapidly becoming obsolete. 
Soap and water, open air. and sun- 
light are proving more efflcien, more 
available and a whole Jot 'more eco- 
nomical. 


After all, It is persons, not things, 
that carry most contagious diseases. 
If we can control the lyiman, animal 
and inspct carriers of disease germs 
we need not worry much about 
so- 
called fomltes or contaminated objects. 
Of course such nersonal objects as 
dlshea, toilet articles, clothing'and bed- 
clothing must be boiled, steam steril- 
ized or otherwise 
disinfected after 
contagious disease, but the old idea 
that the room itself requires fumiga- 
tion or chemical treatment is no longer 
upheld by our foremost sanitarians; 
Dr. Chnnin, the famous Sanitary 
Superintendent 
of Providence, R. I., 
whose pioneer work in modern sani- 
tation IF now recognized all over the 
world, proved years ago that it was 
unnecessary and unscientific to fumi- 
gate or disinfect premises after scar- 
let fever and diphtheria. More recent- 
ly, several boroughs of Greater New 
York City nave discontinued terminal 
disinfection—relying 
instead . upon 
soap-and water, ventilation and sua- 
light to take care of any possible In- 
fection left in a room after such dis- 
eases.

FARMS PAY DIVIDEND 


Assistant 
Secretary of 
Agriculture 


Suggests Plans for "Cashing In" 


on Scientific Advce.—New 


Type of Bulletin. 


"To suggest to the corn-belt farmer 
of the 
middle west—especially the 
farmer whose soil has been run down 
by continuous grain 
farming—some 
ways of co-ordinating and 'cashing in' 
the scientific advice offered him in 
hundreds of invaluable bulletins on 
single crops," is the purpose of Farm- 
ers' Bulletin 704, as stated by its auth- 
or, Carl Vrooman, assistant secretary 
of agriculture. 
The 
standpoint - of 
the 
bulletin, 
"Grain Farming in the Corn Belt with 
Livestock as a Side Line," is that of 
the farmer who is farming for a living, 
and emphasis throughout is on simple 
ways of securing greater cash returns 
without depleting the soil. The whole 
farm is considered as a unit. All grain 
crops suitable for the section are dealt 
with in their relation to one another, 
in rotation 
with various 
legumes, 
green manures, cover crops for soil 
maintenance and feeding, and 'in con- 
nection with livestock aa a profitable 
side line and especially as a source 
of manure and fertility. 
Special at- 
tention is given in the 'closing pages 
to effective employment of time and 
capital, profitable side lines, the need 
for co-operation, and the importance 
of efficient marketing of crops. There 
are also chapters on the human crops 
of the farm, especially the boys, girls 
and womenfolk. 
This new type of bulletin, for which 
the author acknowledges his indebted- 
ness to many authorities but assumes 
full responsibility, refers in its forty- 
four pages to many department and 
state college bulletins dealing in de- 
tail with the growing of a single crop.

The "success of a 
farm home is based on the success of

business. 
What 
farmers 
need most to know is how to make the 
science of agriculture boost the busi- 
ness of farming." 


Robbing or Saving the Soil.—The 
farmer who robs his soil is sawing off 
the limb upon which he is sitting. 
Your deed calls for the subsoil as 
well as the surface soil and the sub- 
soil is a mine of fertility and a well 
of water if properly utilized. 
Lime is the one thing most needed 
by the average run-down soil. Phos- 
phorus, next to lime, is the mineral 
plant food most needed by the aver- 
age 
unproductive soil. 
Manure as 
regularly as you harvest. Stable ma- 
nure is the best form of 
fertilizer. 
Where stable manure is not available, 
green manure must be used. 
"Proper tillage becomes more im- 
portant as the farm grows older until 
oa 'worn out' farms it is a factor of 
chief importance. 
Tillage gives the 
crop more soil surface on which to 
feed without increasing your taxes, 
makes existing plant food more avail- 
able, gives air to the roots, regulates 
water supply and kills weeds. Where 
the land lacks natural drainage, every- 
thing else depends on how thoroughly 
the soil is ditched or tiled." 


Burglarizing the Farm—The farm- 
er who sells all his crops off the place 
and then also burns all his cornstalks 
and straw reminds one of the burglar 
who takes all the valuables he can 
carry off and sets fire to what is left. 


Humus 
and 
Legumes.-—Humus is 
the stuff with which nature fertilizes 
uncultivated 
soil. Plow 
under all 
stable manure, straw, cornstalks, stub- 
ble, 
leaves, weeds and green-manure 
crops. 


Where nature grows sweet clover 
you can grow sweet clover. Remember 
there is a legume 
crop for almost 
every 
soil. 
The 
productivity of a 
farm is not being kept up on a per- 
manent basis unless annually at least 
one-fourth of that farm is made to 
grow legumes, all of which except the 
seed is plowed under as a stable ma- 
nure or green manure. Do not, unless 
under 
exceptional 
circumstances, 
grow corn in the same field more than 
two years 
in 
succession. 
Feed as 
much of your grain 
as 
possible to 
live stock on the farm. 


Live Stock.—When you break even 
on your beeves you are ahead of the 
game provided you save the manure— 
especially if you have kept hogs to 
follow the cattle. 
"Saving the ma- 
nure" doesn't mean saving merely one- 
third or one-fourth. 
It means s'aving 


TO per cent or more, liquid as well as 
solid. 
The problem of keeping live 
stock with profit is largely a matter 
of making use of silage, roughage, or 
bedding, of stuff that is wasted "on -the 
average farm. Weeds and weed seeds, 
usually counted worse than nothing 
may be put on the right side of the 
ledger my means of a few sheep. 


Seed Selection and Wages.:—Catch 
but one bad ear in testing seed corn 
and you save a good 
day's 
wages. 
Find the average number of bad ones 
and you save a week's wages in a 
winter's afternoon. Buying seed is a 
business proposition—not an exercise 
of faith. 


Side Lines and Women Folk.—4s 
long as the average farmer keeps his 
garden on the grocery shelf," he sells 
everything wholesale and buys every- 
thing retail. Side lines such as can- 
ning, preserving, making apple butter, 
are profitable where the farmer is 
wise enough to see that the women of 
his household get all necessary helo 
with their work.

JAPANESE COMMERCIAL 


EXPANSION IN EAST INDIA 


[BY ASSOCIATED TRESS,] 


Amsterdam, Netherlahd, Jan. 
2S.— 
Japanese commercial expansion in the 
Dutch East Indian archipelago is a sub- 
ject on which many colonial Holland- 
ers hold strong views. They fear a pa- 
ciflc penetration by Japan of the rich 
"emerald girdle," the great island 
sroup situated just to the oouth of the 
Philippines. Imports from Japan into 
the Dutch East Indian colonies in the 
last five years have more than doubled 


andi now amount to close uixm $8,000,- 
000 annually. 
The Japanese, have already secured 
such a hold on many branches of man- 
ufactured goods on . the Java market 
that a spontaneous boycotting move- 
ment arose some time ago against 
them. Much was expected from this 
at the ti-me, but colonial papers which 
have just arrived in Holland say that 
it will be almost impossible to drive 
Japan-made goods from the Java mar- 
ket, owing to their cheapness, the re- 
sult of low-priced native labor in Ja- 
pan. 
These cheap prices have created 
a steady, regular demand in the Dutch 
East Indies for Javanese goods. 


The war in Europe has benefltted 
Japanese trade considerably. 
Japan- 
ese matches, for instance, are import- 
ed in .large quantities now that the 
price of European matches has risen 
and delivery is uncertain. Pears are 
expressed that the Japanese exporters 
will find other ways to enforce frepdom 
of intercourse with the best customers, 
the native population of Java, while 


the poorer classes of whites also DOT 
force patronize Japanese traders V- 
they cannot afford to pay higher ))i|C« 
for European goods, even though -d 
latter may be of better quality, Soml 
trades in the Dutch East Indies are 
feeling the effects of the 
war ,,rer?

Buenos Ayres, Jail. 27.—The influ- 
ences of the war in Europe are being 
felt acutely in South America. 
The

tributed to the exodus of Italian re- 
servists who have rallied to the col- 
ors with enthusiasm and spontaniety. 
In normal times the Italian and Span- 
esh immigrants flock in about equal 
numbers to the harvest' fields of Ar- 
gentina. The efflux has .gone on in 
the same proportion, for it is a pe- 
culiar fact, one which no one seeks to 
explain, that the Spaniards, as if act- 
ed upon by some sympathetic influ- 
ence, are leaving by every passenger 
steamer. It cannot be said that they 
are going in greater numbers, for the 
simple reason tha tall those Who are 
not radicated in the republic already 
have'drifted away.

Copenhagen, Jan. 28.—The'Scandi- 
navian business situation furnishes a 
sidelight- on.'the Swedish, Danish and 
Norwegian .attitudes toward the war 
Sweden is a near-belligerent. She fears 
Russian aggression, with a view to ac- 
quiring a warm water port on the Nor- 
wegian coast, a port wnl.ch can only be 
reached by a grab of Swedish :and Nor- 
wegian territory. 
She yearns to re- 
cover Finland.. She. is not so much 
nro-Gcrman. but she is'strongly nm.i- 
Russiaii. ..That she will -.yet'-. attack 
Russia is not a ba'd guess. 


Denmark hates .Germanv for the loss 


of ScliIc-swig-HoIsleiu. 'She'fears fu- 
ture: German aggrewion. She sympa- 
thize;; with England. She would like 
to fltrht, if nt all, on> the allies' side', 
out she could so easily be overrun 
across her border, by, German forces 
that she is naturally afraid. 
If she 
fightF at all. it must be with the allies; 
but there is no doubt she will remain 
neutral if, she can. 


Norway's interest is .the same'as 
Sweden's. 
She has'nothing-to sain 
indeed, as Rwerten has, in Finland, by 
attacking Russia, but has peril from 
Russia'." anxiety for an Atlantic port is 
as great as Sweden's can be. 
. - 


However, she has more interest in 
developing her merchant fleet fh«n 'n 
anything else. -She lias sm»ll disjvy' 
pition to risk its destruction bv the i 
British navy. For this reason, tboueh ,' 
't seems natural'that Norway' should' 
.inlr, (be FwsflPt in the event of a 
clash v.'ith Russia, the Norwegian view- 
point in not likp Sweden's at all. 


Lika Denmark, thnuierli. for-different' 
reasons. Norway undoubtedly will re- 
main neutral if she possibly can.

A vast network of nerves reaches every portion of 


the human body and governs the operations of every 
organ and every function of the body. 


The man line—the trunk line of the great nerve 


system—is tho spinal cord, which, originating- in the
